STATE OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA 
FACTORY STATISTICS, YEAR 1950-51. 


GENERAL, Fer statistical purposes, a "Factory" is defined as any factory, 
workshop or mill employing four hands or more, or less than four where 
power-driven machinery is used in manufacturing, repairing or assembling. 


The totals of the principal items of factory statistics are 
listed below and indicate in every instance that the manufacturing 
activities in South Australia during 1950-51 were greater than in any 
previous year. This expansion was a continuation of the post-war 
recovery attained in 1946-47 following a decline from the 1942-3 war- 
time peak. Fluctuations in prices, however, should be considered when 
comparing money values, In the text, figures for 1949-50 are shown in 
parenthesis. 


NUMBER _OF FACTORIES. These numbered 3,141 (3,046), increase 95. 


EMPLOYEES. The average number of persons employed over the whole year 
Was 03,109 (78,598), increase 4,571. While the total employees was a 
record and also the number of male employees 67,015 (63,294), yet the 
number of female employees 16,154 (15,304) was 3,804 below the record of 
19,958 who were employed during the peak war year, 1942-3. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. The total amount paid was £43,078,800 Cera 
increase £9,2/2,0/1. Male employees received °37,924,575 (£29,907,392 
or an average per employee of £586 (£88). Female employees received 
£5,154,225 (3,899,337) or an average of £322 (£257). 


MATERIALS AND FUEL. The cost of materials totalled £117 ,546,533 
(883,277,203) and fuel, etc. £7,267,384 (£5,942,0h0). 


OUTPUT VALUE. The gross value of output was £192,355,532 (£141,528 ,229) 
increase £50,827,303. Nearly all the principal industries showed 
increased output values, the greatest increases being for smelting, 
motor-bodies, plant and equipment, metal pipes and tubes, sheet metal 
working, woolscouring and fellmongering. 


PRODUCTION VALUE, The value of output, however, does not give a true 
indication of the value of factory production, primarily because of 
duplication between industries, A better measure of value of work done 
in factories is obtained by deducting from the value of output, the cost 
of raw materials, containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, tools 
replaced and repairs to plant, The net result thus obtained represents 
the value added in the process of manufacture. The total £67,541,615 
(£52,308,986) showed an increese of £15,232,629. 


PREMISES AND PLANT. Final figures of the value recorded for land, 
Duilding§S plant and machinery are not yet available but it is certain 
that it will exceed the record total of £49,217,/755 for 1949-50. 
COMPARISON WITH 1938-39. Compared with the pre-war year 1938-39, 
factories have increased from 2,067 to 3,141, employees from 43,371 to 
83,169 value of output from £35,005,264 to £192,355,532, value of 
production from £13,678,930 to £67,541,615 and value of land, buildings, 
plant and machinery from £18,460,379 to approximately £50,000,000.
